1 inntly and effectively the three new 
bridges that are to span the laird river 
In a few y<*ars from to w Im New York'* 
lutist problem 
the most difficult sort 
of a nut to crack- for such bridge il­ 
lumination as this will be Is altogether 
a new idea and quite without preen 
dent, says the New York Times. 
The problem I* In-ing 
worked out 
hikdi up In a building In the financial 
district, the quaint architect's rookery 
where Henry V 
Horn hostel, consult­ 
ing architect of the bridge depart­ 
ment, has his quarters. 
By the mid­ 
dle of Dee* m!#er Mr. Hornbostel will 
have his plans In shape for submission 
to the municipal art corn mission in a 
serb** of pictures that In colors will 
show how each bridge will look framed 
In by a city's and a river's night light 
ed as ie* bridge ever has b*-en. 
All this Is infest Interesting, for as It 
stands today and has stood for years 
the old Brooklyn bridge, as soon as 
darkie-** settle* down. Is one of the 
most 
often 
quoted 
ami 
Impressive 
sights of the Lotted States, the great 
structure over the river, almost fairy* 
like with Its lights, being tin* finest 
Spectacle of the water front. 
The World’s fair at Lh leu go gave 
Mr. Hornbostel ids Id*** of lighting tin* 
titre** bridges. 
Tile buildings were lit 
by myriads of electric bulbs. 
Some­ 
thing not far from tills plan Is being 
worked 
out 
for 
the 
Williamsburg 
bridge, which now Is far advanced In 
construction. 
"I sa hi In print some time ago," said 
Mr. Hornbostel, "something like this. 
ami it is tin* basis of my Idea for this 
bridge, which Is first to he lighted, 
‘Tin* Brooklyn bridge lights at night 
have often b«*cn compared to a neck* 
lace of diamonds; I will make the new

The new Last ri\«*r bridge will have 
ropes of incandescent lamps that will 
outline the floor of the bridge, a spleti 
did line.

ropes of “pearls” crossing tin* river, e x ­ 
tending to tile approaches on either 
side, will also lie carried up tie* h u h 
towers, outlining them ami throwing 
all tie* essential part* of spans, abut­ 
ments.

picture that New Yorkers will wonder 
at once it is completed.

I he general plan U simple. 
These 
incandescent lights will be set about ti 
f * * 11 apart and will ta? easy to renew 
w ii* ii a Samp burns out 
The plan given a la n e is for the Last 
river bridge alone. 
For the Manhattan 
bridge, that for which the caisson* are 
now tieing sunk, unnoticed by the pub­ 
lic, to span th** ri\« r from tin* Bowery 
at ( amil s t r e e t to Fulton ami Pe Kalb 
avenues, Brooklyn. “ Bridge No. 3" o f­ 
ficially, and for tin- Blackwell's Island 
bridge, the pier* of which arc now 
rising, he is working on yet more com ­ 
plete and modern system s of lighting. 
Lor tho latter Mr. llornttostel pro­ 
poses to have no string of lights, no 
single lamp*, ti*) electroliers or cande­ 
labra 
nothing hitherto associated with 
the si’ience of lighting bridges. 
In­ 
stead of these he w ill light the entire 
structure front one end to the other by 
lights from bls tow ers alone. 
Each tower w ill have at its top eight 
tight*, each pair illum inating the road­ 
way Just below It on either hid**. 
A 
roadway of light will thus correspond 
with the roadway actual ami. arranged 
w ith precision, w ill become a part of it 
The concentration of such broad lien ais 
of illumination will he no more un­ 
pleasant, Mr Hornitostei says, than if 
the sun ut midday Is looked straight 
at and will not he open even to that 
objection unless the lights are stared 
directly at by design. 
There will not in* a shadow oil this 
bridge lighted solely from the towers. 
Of this Mr. Horn boutel is assured. The 
scientific value of this new phi ii I* ap­ 
parel)!. 
it will throw the lights Just 
w here they tire wanted. 
A man on 
each tower can a lw a y s keep them in 
perfect order. And from the river aud 
from all the throe boroughs of Man­ 
hattan, the Bronx and Brooklyn the 
bridge that is lighted in this w ay will 
stand out grandly against a night sky.

Brick—ordinary red building brick— 
as fuel la not a fallacy, say* the New 
York Keening World. The bricks may 
be used iu the stove hke ordinary coals 
for either heating or cooking punsises. 
Frederick Anthol/, has solved, lie says, 
the problem of the lack of anthracite, 
and he has proved the fact to the satis­ 
faction of not only himself aud Hie 
members of his family, but to scores of 
persons in his neighborhood, to whom 
he bas liberally imparted ilia secret. 
He is enthusiastic over his discovery, 
and so are those who have tried his 
plan, for that matter. It works like a 
charm, they declare. Here is his idea 
for setting the coal trust at defiance: 
S aturate a relay of ordinary house 
bricks in a bucket of oil. o n e gallon of 
oil. costing IO cents, will effectually lu­ 
bricate ten bricks, aud each brick will 
burn with an intense heat for a |»eriod 
of time sufficient to cook the entire 
meal for a family of six persons. 
The 
cost lies only iii the am ount of oil con­ 
sumed. and a gallon of oil will suttiee 
for the day's heating and cooking. 
Antholz has been using brick fuel for 
the past few weeks, and be has come 
to the conclusion that he is henceforth 
Independent of the coal trust. Besides. 
he declares, the cost is fully 70 per 
cent cheaper than with the use of offal. 
He has experimented also with the oil 
brick until he has discovered some 
things which will be useful to others, 
who will be glad to know of this ad­ 
mirable substitute for the priceless 
anthracite. 
In the first place, says Antholz. it is 
necessary to soak the bricks thorough­ 
ly before attem pting to set fire to them. 
For this purpose he suggests the tis** of 
a square pan or a bucket which will 
contain half a dozen bricks if intended 
for family use. although one brick can 
be treated In the same m anner for the 
first experimental test. Fully submerge 
th e bricks in common kerosene oil. Get 
the best oil. 
In iialf an hour the bricks will be 
found to have absorbed considerable 
of the oil. if not all th at has been 
poured into the receptacle. 
Pour in 
more oil and Jet the bricks soak for nu 
hour. 
Lift outline of the bricks, allow­ 
ing it to drain for a minute over the oil 
receptacle. Then place it on the empty 
grate of the stove. 
Now comes tile next move, which 
m ust bo observed if success is to a t­ 
tend the project, 
Reduce the draft 
under the grate, leaving just a trifle 
of an opening in tile vents through 
which air may reach the burning brick. 
Then partly close the dam per or draft 
leading to the pipe or chimney. 
These precautions are absolutely nec­ 
essary, 
for 
as 
comparatively 
little 
smoke attends Hie blaze and fierce 
combustion follows the ignition of the 
oil the reduction of the d ra ft is Im* 
pera 11 ve. 
The brick can be lighted with a 
match, or. better still, a Lit of burning 
paper, which is held beneath the grate 
directly under the brick until the lat- 
l ter bursts into llaine. 
Then close the 
d rafts 
as 
described, 
An 
intense 
heat will at once be throw n out and 
the combustion w ill continue uniformly 
for fully un hour. 
When the brick is burned out, remove 
it to a place to cool off and, if more 
fire is needed, take another of your re­ 
lay of bricks and place in the stove, 
starting the fire as before. 
The first 
brick w hen thoroughly cool may again 
be placed in the oil. when it will again 
become ready for firing, 
Antholz is a burlier doing business 
In New York. 
He was so elated over 
the success of his experiment th at he 
thought it “too good a thing” to be 
w ithheld from the public, so tie has 
communicated Hie success of his ef­ 
forts to the above mentioned paper 
th a t everybody may be informed. 
He 
say s . 
“There is no doubt about the success 
of the plan. 
It is better than coal, 
gives a greater heat, costs less, works 
instantly and Is easily controlled.”
